This 
is culled polishing, and the proce** 
not only removes one of the most nu- 
tritious substances in all cereals, but 
deprives the grain of about three- 
fourths of its flavor.

fibre, as is also the rope which k«ep» 
his goat or cow frcm going astray; 
while the rafters of his house, the 
thatch of th« roof aad the window 
blinds are made from its leaf and 
v/ocd. There is, perhaps, no product 
in the world that is put to so many 
and such profitable urns as the cocoa- 
nir: palm, for, even before it IB grown, 
its leaf ribs arc tied together to make 
brooms for sweeping and cages tor 
birds.

The beat time to make farm dairy 


eneea* U iuimedlaiely after milking. 
Mrtt pour the milk from one vessel 
to another in some locality where th« 
air Is pure and freah. raising the ves- 
sel vftll so that the air can pass 
through the milk aa it la poured out 
and carry off the animal beat and 
odor.- Then pour the milk into the 
vat, or. If no regular rat is at hand. 
us« a large wash boiler. 


Coloviaff — ]f jt ia desired to have 


more than the natural color, so that 
the cheese will look rich, add about 
a taaspoonful of cheese color to 16 
gallons of milk. To do this properly 
take a large dipper half full of milk. 
mix in the color thoroughly, and stir 
the whole into the vat of milk. 


Rennet — Now add rennet extract 


at the rate of 1 ounce to 100 pounds, 
or 12 gallons, of milk. Mix the ex- 
tract with half a dipper of cold wa- 
ter and then pour into the milk.. 
Rennet tablets may be used instead 
of the extract, one small tablet for 
every 5 gallons of milk, or one large 
tablets for 25 gallons. 


Teni|>eratura — Great care should 


be taken not to have the milk at a 
temperature below 86 degrees F. nor 
above 90 degrees when the rennet is 
put in. 


Cnrdliug — After the rennet is put 


into the milk, stir gently two or 
three minutes, then let stand until 
the curd is firm enough to cut. The 
milk should begin to curdle In from 
ten to twelve minutes. To ascertain 
when the curd is ready for cutting, 
push the forefinger into the milk at 
an angle of 45 degrees until the 
mold Is full and well rounded up. 
Regular Gouda molds are best, but 


Romance of Gum Gathering. 


In Yucatan the gathering of the 


fungous chicle chewing gum is an oc- 
cupation apparently full of romance. 
not unattended with considerable dan- 
ger. Bands of m«n, known as "chic- 
lercs," go into the deep forests, under 
experienced leaders, armed with heavy 
knives of special make and pails and 
ladles for the sap. Each one is also 
provided with a strong rope more than 
eighty feet long, to be used in climb- 
ing the lofty sapota trees from which 
the gum is procured. The sap flows 
from gashes cut in the bark. A cam* 
of chicleros, where the sap is boiled. 
resembles In some respects an Amer- 
ican maple sugar camp. After months 
of work the chicleros return from th» 
fciests laden with bricklike blocks of 
::roma'Mc guci. The finest gum, known 
as "slcte." is collected from the fruit 
of the sapota mostly by the native 
women, and is seldom exported, be- 
cause it is too well liked at home.

Home-Made Cheese Press. 


any tin or wooden receptacle will an- 
swer if small holes are made in it to 
allow the whey to escape. 
The 


cheese should be from 8 to 10 inches 
In 
diameter 
and 
about 3 inches 


thick. Then take the cheese out of 
the mold and turn it upside down, 
and replace It. Put on the cover and 
put the chees to press. 


Pressing.—The press may be a 


simple lever and weight described 
as follows: The lever 
should be 


about 12 feet long; a broken wagon 
tongue answers the purpose very 
well. Set a strong box, on which the 
mold may be placed, about 3 feet 
from a wall, post, or tree; on the 
latter nail a slat and under it put 
one end of the lever. Put a circular 
board about 6 inches in diameter 
upon the mold and on this rest the 
stick or lever. A pail containing a 
few cobblettones will answer for the 
weight. Do not apply full pressure 
et first, but let the weight bang 
about halfway between the mold and 
outer end of the stick. Let the cheese 
remain a few hours In the press; 
then take out and dress. 


Pressing—To dress a cheese, flrat 


put it in warm water for a few mo- 
ments and then wipe dry and rub 
smooth. Take a piece of linen cloth 
about 6 Inches wide and long enough 
to go around the cheese, folding the 
edges down carefully over the sides; 
then put a circular cap of cloth of 
suitable size on each side. Replace 
the cheese In the mold, with the 
bandage or dress all smooth, and put 
it under the press, moving the pall to 
the end of the stick. 
Leave the 


cheese in the press for about twenty- 
four hours; then take it out and 
salt it. 


Salting—The cheese may be either 


dry salted or brine salted. 
Brine 


salting is the better way. Make a so- 
lution of salt and water as strong as 
it can possibly bo made; put the 
cheese into this brine and sprinkle 
some salt on the surface which la ex- 
posed as It floats. 


Curing—Next put the cheese on 


the shelf In the cellar for curing. It 
should bo turned aud rubbed with 
tho palm of the hand every day for a 
veek or two; after that twice a week 
-,vill 
suffice. When 
curing cheese 


sr.Oiild be wiped with a cloth damp- 
ened In warm water, and if it gets 
a rough rind smooth It by using a 
brush and warm water. Tho proper 
temperature for curing is 55 to 60 
decrees F. and the air should be as 
moist as possible the cheese will bo 
ready for use In two weeks if the 
abovo directions arc carefully fol- 
lowod.

history. As lately as two centuries 
ago they were forbidden in France in 
churches, at the king's court when the 
king was present and in the courts of 
law. In the first part of the eight- 
eenth century they almost passed out 
of fashion, but Paris followed London 
in such matters, as it does to-day, and 
when in 1839 it was known that the 
London dandies wore six 
different 


kinds of gloves each day the fashion 
returned to Paris, 
and has 
never 


left it. 


But gloves are not worn here as they 


are worn in London. No Londoner 
puts on a pair of white or lavender 
kid gloves to pay a call. 
In Paris 


white or lavender kid gloves for men 
worn with a frock coat are the height 
of fashion.

The Discarded Overcoat 


The overcoat left behind by the man 


at whom Sheriff Collis fired furnished 
no clews. There are no distinguish- 
ing marks upon it. In the 
pockets 


were found two nickles and a pair of 
kid gloves, size eight, badly 
worn. 


There is an almost indistinguishable 
mark in ink inside one of the gloves, 
probably a retailer's price mark. 


The coat when, new could not have 


cost more than ten or twelve dollars. 
Ic is a short coat of medium weight, 
dark gray in color and made of slight- 
ly ribbed cloth. The sleeve and body 
linings and the velvet collar give evi- 
dence of much wear. 


Fugitives Disappear 


The man. who left the coat behind 


ran across the court house lawn, af- 
ter leaving the jail yard, and fled 
down State street. 
His 
subsequent 


course is unknown. It is reasonably 
certain that he did not turn into Wa- 
ter street. 


The other man was not seen after 


he turned into Sheafe street. The po- 
lice searched every nook and corner 
of the water front and the down town 
district, but no trace of the fugitives 
was found. The officers are confident 
that the men did not cross the river. 


Seen In Kittery 


Constable Philbrook of Kittery tele- 


phoned to the police station in this 
city about eleven o'clock on Wednes- 
day evening that he saw two suspic- 
ious characters in Kittery three hours 
earlier. His description of them 'tal- 
lied very closely with tbat of the in- 
truders in the jail yard. 


Constable Philbrook said that the 


men were from twenty-five to twenity- 
eight years of age, very unprepossess- 
ing in appearance and, he should say, 
of Canadian French extraction.

la selecting a site for the home of 


pigeons, as much care and judgment 
should be exercised as, in chooniug 
the location of one's own home. An 
unhealthy location for man would 
most likely prove unhealthy for the 
birds. A damp place, or one exposed 
to extremes of heat. cold, or wlad. U 
10 be rejected. The spot selected 
should 
be well drained, should be 


facing the south or east, should be 
free from obstructions which shut 
out the rays of the morning sun. and 
be sheltered either by trees or bulld- 


j lugs from the north and we»t winds. 
Such u place, with a shallow stream 
of pure running water for drinking 
and bathing—so essential to the 
health of pigeons—will be an ideal 
site, and will require a minimum of 
expense and daily work in caring for 
thn stock. 


The house is as Important as the 


site. Some successful-breeders pre- 
fer single houses holding not more 
than 50 pairs of birds; but 5 of thesa 
single houses will cost considerbaly 
more to build than 1 house of 5 sec- 
tions accommodating 50 pairs in 
each section, and giving the same ca- 


pacity as the 5 single houses. Again, 
feeding and other daily attentions to 
the flock require less time and labor 
in 1 large house than in 5 separate 
smaller houses. In. stormy weather 
and in time of snow banks, this in- 
creased labor for separate houses is 
quite an item. 


Nesting places can be made as fol- 


lows: Inchboards 12 Inches wide,

(from 


strips 1 inch square) nailed on 9

apart, are

inches apart (in the clear), with 
edges against the partition and se- 
curel3* nailed at top and bottom.

j aud placed on the cleats to form the 
floors of the nest boxes, thus making 
little homes for the pigeons 9 inches 
high with a floor 12 inches square. 
The sliding floor of each box furn- 
ishes an easy method of removal for 
cleaning. 
In making the fly hem- 


lock boards an inch_thick and—i 
inches wide are nailed to the top and 
bottom around the sides and an ad- 
ditional 4 inch board is nailed be- 
| tween at such a height that a net- 
ting 4 feet wide will reach from it 
to the strip at the bottom and a 3 
foot netting from i: to the strip at 
the top, thus making, when the net- 
ting Is properly nailed on, a wall 8 
feet high. 
The posts are so placed 


as to divide the fly into sections cor- 
responding to the pens of the house, 
thus giving earn lot of 50 pair a 
separate pen "and u communicating 
fly. An 
assistant 
is required 
to 


stretch the netting while it is being 
nailed on. It is a good plan to fasten 
one end and the top edge first, then 
the assistant with a stout forked 
stick can stretch the netting smoothr 
ly while the lower edge'is being se- 
curely fastened.

having put out a fifty-acre or«- :u;-4 
sonio twenty-two years ago. :.i a 
country where the growing of iruJt 
was a new venture and an experi- 
ment. we naturally desired to know 
the best varieties of apples, pears, 
plums, prunes, cherries, apricots and 
peaches to plant. 


There was no way to dcier<::i!iS 


this question, except by planting Mii-i 
experimenting, which we 
at once to do. planting 
like 160 varieties, all of which. I a:u 
pleased to report, matured far br-ttcr 
than our most sanguine expectations 
After ten years, however, we discov- 
ered that the demand was for fewer 
varieties. The question arose— what 
shall we do? Dig up all the undesir- 
able kinds and plant again 
ultb 


those in most demand, or top-graft? 
The old way of splitting tho stock 
seemed to us as being a slow process 
and quite unreliable. Besides, it did 
not look mechanical, inserting t!ia 
smooth-cut surface of the scion iato 
the rough torn orifice. 


I adapted the following metho.i 


which has been successful for tha 
past ten years. 


I take a limb and saw a. groove la 


the end. After sawing the groove, 
the sides are smoothed and bevoied, 
by the use of a half-moon shaped 
saddler's knife. 


The trimming can b3 done with 


any sort of a knife, however, but thf) 
saddler's knife Is the most conveni- 
ent in making the kerf smooth aaJ. 
end true. Next the scion, which has 
already been cut with 
a wedge- 


shaped side, is slipped Into tha grove, 
where the natural pressure of tho 
beveled sides makes an almost per- 
fect connection. After the scion had 
been inserted it is waxed and tied in 
the usual manner. 
By this method 


one can graft a limb six laches i:i 
diameter ;-.s easily and be BS surs of 
cmplete success as a limb of only oae 
inch in diameter. 


Cultivating Sugar Berts. 


Any crop will exhaust the soil if 


planted continuously and nothing la 
done to renew it. Sugar beets will 
not exhaust the soil more than other 
crops if right methods are pursued. 
It should be the aim of every farint-r 
growing sugar beets to make a proftt 
out of them, the same a3~wtth t-.ny 
other crop. Therefore, he should bo 
careful in the selection of land for 
growing them. If a piece of land la 
not adapted to genera! cropping, 
avoid it for sugar beets. Put upon it 
something better adapted to it an 1 
operate, if possible, in such way as 
to make it productive. If it is wot 
and 
sour 
or alkalied 
drain it. If 


light, put in grass or build It up with 
legumes in rotation with light crops 
and liberal applications of barnjurd 
manure. At least do not try to re- 
claim it with sugar beets. They are 
not a good reclaimer. 


Stirring Orchiird Soils. 


The depth of stirring orchard soils 


depends on the condition existing in 
the orchard. If the trees are largo, 
and 
the roots 
numerous in the 


ground, the soil should not bo stirred 
deeply, the main object being to keep 
the surface soil dibturbeJ so that 
capillarity can not take place. 
V.'ith 


old orchards that have never beeu 
cultivated the stirring will have to ba 
very shallow, because the roots of 
old orchard trees Ho close to the sur- 
face, and if they are disturbed tha 
tree can not readily form euoogh. 
ne\v ones to oUset the losso-s 
Tho 


only orchard soil that may bo stirred 
freely Is the soil In the young or- 
chard previous to its coming into 
bearing. Deep stirring of the soil 
will then pulverize it In advance of 
the growing roots and so euco 
iu root extension.—Exchange. 


Ix>:ithor Plant.

which furnishes a sort of vegetable 
leather. It Is a pretty shrub called 
the mitusmata and its Inner burk, 
after going through a process of ma- 
ceration, Is converted into a sub- 
stance us tough an French kid so 
translucent that one can almost sco 
through It and as pliable and soft as 
calfskin. In Japan pipe cases nr.J 
tobacco pouches are manufactured 
from the material as well as all 
kinds of wall paper which Is already 
becoming fashionable 
In America. 


Snch wall paper of vegetable leather 
are turned out in beautiful designs 
for wall and celling decoration, be- 
ing stamped and modeled by hand In 
most artistic patterns.

Cutting Jffetals with Orrygen, 


Diamond may cut diamond, but oxy- 


gen cuts metal. The apparatus consists 
essentially of a tubs, with two brandela 
terminating in blowpipes, move^l along 
a guide in front of the metal plates or 
part to be cut at the rate of about six 
inches per minute. One of the blow- 
pipes delivers an orcyhydrogcn flame, 
which raises the metal where it is to ba 
cut to a temperature corresponding: 
with dark red. The following blowpipe 
delivers a jet of pure oxygen, which en- 
ters into combustion with the hot met- 
al, thus producing a clear channel lika 
a saw-cut about one-eighth inch thick, 
the remainder of the metal being unaf- 
fected by the operation.—Jewelers' Cir- 
cular Weekly.

place by a set screw.

are of the best metal, finely hardened 
and admirably adapted for the work 
they are expected to do.

men were here to deliver Spring and 
Gouin from the jail. 


The police are of the opinion that 


not only were the men equipped -with 
tools, but are satisfied that they had

In their flight, the men were seen 


to take some articles from their pock- 
ets and throw them .away. .These 
v«iere probably revolvers,
